Spokane, Wash.— Three thou ­ 
sand persons are abou t to see 
their homes, farms and ev en the 
towns they hav e bu ilt disappear 
u nder a v ast manmade lake. 
They are dwellers in the g reat 
Colu mbia Riv er Cany on, which 
is slowly being flooded as water 
backs u p behind the Grand Cou ­ 
lee dam. 
The dam is not completed, bu t 
as the massiv e pile of concrete 
rises hig her and hig her the lake 
behind it g rows. Ev entu ally the 
u nderwater area will be 151 miles 
long and one to six miles wide, 
a total of 89 ,000 acres. 
Su rv ey s hav e fix ed the water 
lev el at 1,310 feet abov e the sea, 
and that fig u re is the chief top­ 
ic of conv ersation along the riv ­ 
er. 
If y ou ’re “below 1310,” the Gov ­ 
ernment has been arou nd try ­ 
ing to bu y y ou r land and bu ild­ 
ing s, becau se they ’ll soon be u n­ 
der water. If y ou ’re “abov e 1310,” 
y ou stay where y ou are bu t can 
soon look forward to hav ing a 
g reat lake in y ou r front y ard. 
Uncle Sam is pay ing 
abou t 
$10,000,000 to the people he is 
dispossessing , and plans to spend 
another $10,000,000 clearing the 
lake bottom so that dead trees 
and old bam s and hou ses will 
not be bobbing u p to the su rface 
in y ears to come. The av erag e 
small home and the land it occu ­ 
pies has brou g ht abou t $3,000. 


Ten towns larg e enou g h to 
hav e a postoffice, sev eral smaller 
hamlets, and many indiv idu al 
farms will be su bmerg ed.

The 
town of Kettle Falls is merg ing 
with Mey ers Falls, hig her u p on 
the cany onside. 
Relocation of some commu ni­ 
ties depends u pon the rebu ilding 
of 227 miles of hig hway and 26 
miles of railroad. The old loca­ 
tions will be su bmerg ed. 
Some of the pioneers in this 
v alley of nu mbered day s reg ret 
leav ing their homesteads in their 
old ag e. The y ou ng er people rath- 
erer welcome 
the cash sales 
which g iv e them stakes for a 
new start. The commu nity g en­ 
erally looks forward to better 
times as the resu lt of easy lake 
transportation and cheap pow­ 
er from the dam. 
The g reat lake th at will wind 
north and east u p the Colu mbia 
Cany on is not to be confu sed 
with the Grand Cou lee reserv oir 
proper. The latter is a g reat dry 
basin created by ancient erosion, 
into which riv er water will be 
pu mped and stored for irrig a­ 
tion.

big g est airplane, ty pify ing Amer­ 
ica’s su premacy on the peacefu l 
side of av iation, awaits only a fi­ 
nal 
Gov ernment 
okay before 
spreading its wing s ov er the Pa­ 
cific. 
Nameless as y et—ex cept for 
the label “Model 314”—the craft 
has been du bbed locally “the fly ­ 
ing hotel.” 
It is the first of six identical 
g iants to be deliv ered to Pan 
American Airway s by the Boeing 
plant in Seattle. This one will re­ 
inforce Pan American’s estab­ 
lished airline to Hawaii and the 
Orient, bu t most of them are 
destined for a new adv entu re— 
plane serv ice from New York to 
Eng land, ex pected to start this 
spring . 
The g reat ship ju stifies the 
oh’s and ah’s of the throng s who 
hav e watched it circle San Fran­ 
cisco bay . 
It takes a crew of ten men to 
operate it, and comfortable ac­ 
commodations are prov ided for 
74 passeng ers. As a nig ht sleeper 
it can carry 40. 
One does not dine off the port­ 
able I ap-tables of the ordinary 
transport plane. There is a din­ 
ing room which seats 14 at a 
time. Between meals it conv erts 
into a recreation room and the 
g alley becomes a bar. 
Passeng er accommodations in­ 
clu de the so-called “bridal su ite,” 
This richly appointed compart­ 
m ent contains a lov e seat, an end 
'table, a dav enport th at conv erts 
nto berths, a combination dress- 
ng table and writing desk, a 
biding wash-stand cabinet, an 
occasional chair and a coffee ta ­ 
ble. 
The standard compartments 
contain IO berths each, 
and 
here are commodiou s men’s and 
women’s dressing rooms. 
The 
alley has a steam table and a 
refrig erator. 
The plane is operated from an 
u pper deck, entirely separated 
rom the passeng ers. Pilot and 
co-pilot sit tog ether as in small­ 
er planes; bu t behind them the 
nav ig ator, the radio officer and 


the flig ht eng ineer work a t sep­ 
arate desks. 
And in a corner ov erlooking 
them all, like an ex ecu tiv e in his 
bu sy office, is the su perv isor who 
coordinates all activ ities. 
The craft weig hs 83,000 pou nds 
and its fou r eng ines, dev eloping 
6 ,000 horsepower in all, can driv e 
it at 200 miles an hou r. Under 
best conditions it cou ld cru ise 
6 ,500 miles withou t refu eling . 
There hav e been two larg er 
planes bu ilt, bu t they no long er 
ex ist. 
An 
ex perimental 
g iar,$ 
bu ilt in Ru ssia crashed. The Ger­ 
man DOX made a flig ht to the 
United States, then was disman­ 
tled as impractical for commer­ 
cial u se. 
Ex act plans for the fiv e “314s” 
y et to come hav e not been deter­ 
mined, bu t most of them will g o 
into serv ice from New York to 
Sou thampton. They will fly first 
to establish a schedu le, nex t to 
carry mail, and lastly will take 
on passeng ers. 
The Pacific Clippers cu t the 
av erag e passag e time between 
San Francisco and Manila from 
24 day s to 5. The Atlantic air 
fleet will u se the same fig u res in 
reev rse. The 5-day passag e of 
the fastest liners wil lbe cu t to 24 
hou rs.
